The enemies of roasted coffee are moisture, air, light 
and extreme cold and heat. An airtight container stored in a 
cool, dry place is the best way to store coffee. Coffee stays 
fresh if used within two weeks. Coffee beans are at their peak 
within 24 to 72 hours after roasting and begin to quickly lose 
their flavor. For the best tasting coffee, buy your beans whole 
and store them in a sealed container. Grind the beans right 
before serving. Medium ground coffee is best for basket-drip 
coffee makers.

would help with learning syllables and 
words. The troop obtained donations 
from Home Depot and Balash Trucking, 
and set to work constructing 7 wooden 
easels with legs that could be raised or 
lowered. They also cut and sanded 100 
small sticks that the babies could use 
without injuring themselves. 

While the program originated last fall 
at Central, Cedar Lake, Hobart, and 
Griffith, it premiered in early spring at 
Munster, and debuted just the last 
month at the Highland and Lake Station 
branches. 

The sessions are fast-paced with 
rhymes and more rhymes. Rhythm 
activities with sticks, bells, shakers and 
colored scarves are a big hit with the 
toddlers as well as audience 
participation activities with drums, 
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Humpty Dumpty, and “the pig 
who flew up in the air.” 

All this fun really teaches pre- 
reading skills at the earliest age 
possible, beginning with syllables 
in the child’s own name. 

So thanks to Cameron Wilson 
and Troop 76, even babies and 
toddlers will join in on summer 
fun.

My name is Sharon Ball and I am 
the Community Resources Coordinator 
for the Lake County Public Library. 
Having worked this position for fifteen 
years, one of the most rewarding 
responsibilities of my job is coordinating 
the Lake County Public Library Literacy 
Program. While managing the Literacy 
Program, 1 have met hundreds of 
people from around the world - 
all asking for help. And I am 
proud to say that many of these 
people have achieved success 
^gh the Lake County Public 
iry Literacy Program and we 
look forward to helping even 
more. 

All of us have seen the 
advertisement on TV urging us to 
buy a certain car and move 
forward. You don’t have to buy a new car 
to move forward, but you must be ready 
to seize the opportunity for progress and 
change. Change and moving forward is 
what the Literacy Program is all about. 
Recently, I asked a group of our students 
what they liked about America. They all 
had the same answer - opportunity, the 
opportunity to move forward and do better. 
Over the years we have had many success 
stories such as: many of our students have 
been able to start successful businesses, 
attend area universities, and even have the 
chance to attain better jobs. A majority of 
our former students have also become 
United States Citizens. In other words, 
the help of the library literacy 
program, they are moving forward 
towards opportunity. 

The Library Literacy Program offers 



group classes for adults learning English 
as a second language (ESL) that meet for 
two hours, two nights a week. They are 
offered for beginning, intermediate and 
advanced English language students.

In addition to classes, we offer a variety 
of English language materials: books, 
periodicals, cassettes, computer software, 
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and videos for check out. Our 
program also refers students to all 
other literacy programs in 
Northwest Indiana.

Many words can be used to describe the 
work of a reference librarian, but “boring” 
is not one of them. “Challenging,” 
“interesting,” and “changing” are just a few. 

The Central library staffs three Public 
Service Reference Desks - one on the main 
level, another on the upper level, and, 
thirdly, the Periodicals Counter. Individuals 
can contact Reference in person, by 
telephone, or through Lake County Public 
rary’s online service. Ask a Librarian. 

Promptly at 9:00 a.m., the library doors 
open and the telephones begin 
to ring. Questions are as varied 
as the people that ask them. 

During the course of a day a 
librarian may answer trivial 
pursuit questions; find company contact 
information for a job seeker or 
businessman; verify an address or telephone 
number for a license branch or social 
services employee; find a specific tax form 
or legal form; assist a student with literary 
criticisms, school reading lists or a science 
project; find the selling price of a particular 
stock in 1978; and - to round out the day - 
recommend a good book to read. 

Between questions, librarians work on 
collection development, reviewing and 
ordering new reference and circulating 
materials. Reviewing database content and 
sharpening their searching skills are all part 
of a day at the Reference desk. 

eference librarians maintain the library's 
website. They also gather and organize 
local information, making it available on 
the Internet through LCPL’s Community 


Resources Directory and the LakeNet 

website. 

Information specialist is not the only hat 
that a librarian wears. Librarians teach 
public classes on basic computer skills. 
Every Wednesday, free classes are offered 
in the Computer Lab on Mouse, Windows, 
Internet, and Library Catalog basics. 
Individual instruction on using the catalog 
or a particular database is available at any 
time. 

Working with staff from branches and 
other departments, librarians 
develop and present programs 
for the general public on 
topics of interest, such as 
genealogy, reading programs, 
current events discussion groups, gardening 
tips and much more. 

Library tours and speaking engagements 
are services offered to schools and groups 
within the library’s service district. 
Librarians give guided tours of the library, 
personalized to meet the interests/ 
assignments of each group, and welcome 
the opportunity to visit clubs and 
organizations to promote library services. 

Research, web development, training, 
promotion, materials selection, and event 
planning are all part of a day in Reference 
Services.

A Day in Reference Services 


Reference work is not boring. Many words can be used to describe the work of a 
reference librarian, but “boring” is not one of them. “Challenging,” “interesting,” and 
“changing” are just a few. 

The Central library staffs three public service reference desks - middle and upper level 
Reference and Periodicals. Individuals can contact reference in person, by telephone, or 
through Lake County Public Library’s online service, Ask a Librarian. 

Promptly at 9:00 am the library doors open and the telephones begin to ring. Questions 
are as varied as the people that ask them. During the course of a day a librarian may 
answer trivial pursuit questions; find company contact information for a businessman or 
job seeker; verify an address or telephone number for a license branch or social services 
employee; find a specific tax form or legal form; assist a student with literary criticisms, 
school reading lists or a science project; find the selling price of a particular stock in 
1978; and - to round out the day - recommend a good book to read. 

Between questions, librarians work on collection development, reviewing and ordering 
new reference and circulating materials. Reviewing database content and sharpening 
searching skills are also a part of a day at the Reference desk. 

Reference librarians maintain the library’s website. They also gather and organize local 
information, making it available on the Internet through LCPL’s Community Resources 
Directory and the LakeNet website. 

Information specialist is not the only hat that a librarian wears. Librarians teach public 
classes on basic computer skills. Every Wednesday free classes are offered in the 
Computer Lab on Mouse, Windows, Internet, and Library Catalog basics. Individual 
instruction on using the catalog or a particular database is available at any time. 

Working with staff from branches and other departments, librarians develop and present 
programs for the general public on topics of interest, such as genealogy, reading 
programs, current events discussion groups, gardening tips and much more. 

Library tours and speaking engagements are services offered to schools and groups 
within the library’s service district. Librarians give guided tours of the library, 
personalized to meet the interests/assignments of each group, and welcome the 
opportunity to visit clubs and organizations to promote library services. 

Research, web development, training, promotion, materials selection, and event planning 
are all part of a day in Reference Services.
